1. The texts of 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a) cited in the 
previous office action are hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. The rejection of claims 38-45, 48-49, 51-53 and 55-58 under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Speicher , U.S. 
pat. No. 6,282,515, mailed 10/12/05, is hereby incorporated by 
reference . 

3. The rejection of claims 46-47, 50 and 54 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Speicher , mailed 10/12/05, is 
hereby incorporated by reference. 

Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/11/2006 with respect to 
claims 38-58 have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
persuasive . 

Applicant alleges that Speicher does not disclose the 
claimed invention because Speicher fails to teach using the same 
program interface to both access the personal advertisement and 
submit additional content. Applicant asserts that Speicher 
teaches using different programs to perform different 
tasks/functions . 
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The examiner disagrees. First, the claimed "interface" is a 
broad term that would not be construed as a specific program 
interface. In the instant case, the claimed "interface" is 
construed to be a computer interface, e.g., "Windows", that is 
capable of calling and executing other programs for performing 
specific functions such as email, web browsing, audio recording, 
etc. Thus, given the broader interpretation of the claimed 
"interface" than that argued by applicant, it is submitted that 
Speicher' s teachings indeed meet the claimed limitations. 

Applicant also alleges that it is not obvious to modify 
Speicher to incorporate audio/video recoding functions within 
the same program that access personal advertisement. 

The examiner disagrees. Again, given the interpretation of 
the claimed "interface" being the computer interface such as 
"Windows", it is not required to modify Speicher in order to 
invoke a windows -based audio/video recorder program to perform 
an audio/video recording function.
